by Prussia. Its chief was to be the 
King of Prussta, © with the fitle of 
German Bmperor. Thus—particularly 
gince the beginning of the great war: 
-—-w@ have heard much of the king 
wha reigns over Prussia with its area 
of 124,616 square’ miles and its popu- 
lation of 40,165,219, - But there are 
still other kings in Germany—thre> 
of them—-their: titles _ unchanged 
though their power may be less great 
than in ‘the old days. 

Ludwig Ill, reigns over the German 
kingdom of Bavaria with its 29,292 
square miles and 6,887,291 population. 
Ludwig Ill., now .seventy years of 
age, became regent in succession to 
his father, Prince Luitpdld, who died 
December 12, 1912, and he was pro: 
claimed king on Nov. 6, 1913, in suc- 
cession to his cousin, King Otto, who 
was declared incapable of ruling ow- 
{ng to mental infirmity The king's 
son, Prince Rupprecht, is now com- 
manding a German army. 

Over the kingdom of Wurttemberg 
with its 7,584 square miles and 
2,437,574 population reigy: Wilhelm II, 
who:is now in his.sixty-seventh year, 
He is the son of tha late Prince Fried- 
rich of Wurttemberg and ascend<q ta 
the throne on ‘the death of Karl L, 
Oct, 6, 1891, The king’ is now with 
his troops in the field. 

Frederick Augustus Ill. reigns over 
the kingdom of Saxony with its 6,789 
square miles and 4,806.66 661 population. 
He is fifty years ‘of age and is the 
son of the late King George and guc 
ceeded to the throne on the death crf 
his father, Oct, 15, 1904. He was 
married in 1891 to Princess Luise of 
Tuscany, but ths;marriage was. dis- 
golved.in 190%. Thé king occasionally 
visited his troops in the trenches in 
Russia. 


SOLDIERS’ NIGHTMARES 


Dreama of. Live Shelis and Night 
Alarms Disturb Fighters’ Rest 


The terrific strain imposed’ on the 
nerves of fighting men, which nowa- 
days is rendered greater by the deafen 
ing explosions of high-powered shells, 
causes soldiers, . and especialy those 
wounded, to suffer from torturing 
nightmares, An ambulance worker 
whd has studied the subject of sol- 
diers’. nerves states that a. common 
form of nightmare is for a sdldier to 
dream that he is wandering through 
éndless trenches as complicated as an 
ertificial maze, or that he is picking 
his way through forests whence all 
but him had fled. At night the slight- 
est noise during sleep calls up visions 
of exploding shells or the tramp .of 
ermed men to the unnerved" soldier, 
and he will cry out in Aerror, although 
when actually in the firing line he 
Dreams of 

ht alarnis trouble his sleep, and in 
his connection the soldier has terrify- 


ing visions of being unable to find his 


clothes or weapons when the imagin. 
ary call to arms flits across his 
troubled brain. 

Another common night terror to 
the soldier is to dream that a live shell 
is lying in his bed and about to burst, 
and with such nightmares the victim 
imagines himself powerless’ to move 
his limbs in getting rid of the pro- 
jectile. 

One of the moat terrible nightmares 
which afflicts the nerve-shattered sol- 
dier is that in which he imagines that 
he is unable to withdraw his. bayonet 
from an enemy's body, although he 
‘desires to use it to keep off menacing 
forms all around him,

the work of purchasing and shipping 
the horses is under the direction. of 
trained cavalry officers’ who are rec- 
ognized for their ability’ as horsemen, 
The French system of purchasing is 
different... The French government 
purchases Lorses from private syndi- 
cates engaged in buying and shipping. 
‘The horses are not bought until they 
haye been landed in Hurope for five 
days.

Plan_of Promotion by Subjects Ap- 
proved by Minneapolis Schools : 
The grade school principals of 

Minneapolis, the other day, unani- 

mously approved the plan of “promo- 

tion by. subjects.” This is a move in 
the direction of adapting the school to 
the pupil, instead of the. pupil to the 
school.’ It is designed fo make the 
grade school, system more flexible, 
and to just that extent more useful. 

Gradually. our practical educators 
are getting away from the idea that 
the schools-mmust turn out a uniform 
product, that children must be. passe } 
along from grade to grade in regular 
order and at regular tinges, that -fail- 
ure or imperfection in; one subject 
justifies the holding back. of a pupit 
who in every other respect is ready 
for promotion. * 

Just because a child is backward in 
geography, or takes no interest in his- 
tory, or is prevented by poor health 
from making. equal progress in all his 
studies, is no reason why he should 
not. be promoted in those ‘studies 
wherein he has done. sufficiently well. 

English and arithmetic are the two 
subjects which the principals look up- 
upon, and rightly, as essential, Others 
aré important, but not enough so to 
justify holding pupils back from pro- 
motion. Substitutions of one subject 
for another, in order to suit-the .pe- 
culiar temperament of the individual, 
is ‘recommended. ' : Me 

In short, the elasticity of the gradé 
school curriculum is @p be developed, 
very much as college curricula began 
‘to be made elastic three decades, ago 
-by the adoption of the “electric sys- 
tem,” . ‘ ;
